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Tightening Rules For Tank Trucks

LANSLNG, Mich. (AP) — Recent tanker truck accidents have 


caused stale officials to ban trucks carry ins flammable liquids 
from certain highways during peak traffic hours or hazardous 
weather conditions. Truckers also will have to obey lower speed 
limits, stale officials said Monday. 


Stale Police Direclor George Halverson said his agency will 


write emergency rules to tighten regulation of the rigs and 
minimize their danger to Michigan motorists. He had no specifics 
on the rules, but said they could take effect within lit days. They 
need only be approved by the governor and the attorney general. 


The decision to set new rules was announced after a meeting 


between Hahvrson and Guv. William Milliken thai followed fi'ur 
recent tanker accidents. However, both men said they had not 
decided uhi'tlier to ban tlie tankers altogether from limiied-anvss 
freeways. 


One accident iiuolving a fuel oil lanker occurred near Scutidale, 


when Ihe rear end of a tandem ris: came loose and crashed on 
l'S-33 just south of Miners road Fob. 7. spilling nearly 3.0W 
gallons of fuel oil and causing the mad to be closed to traffic for 
eight hours. 


"We are asking the industry. iMMHiing.u final decision, to join

Killer Called 
A 'Time Bomb; 
Angry, Alone'

NEW ROCHELLE, N.Y. (AP) 


— There are lace curtains in 
Freddy Cowan's attic room. And 
rifles, swastikas and an arsenal 
of hate. 


Freddy hated blacks. He hat- 


ed Jews. He even hated dogs. He 
especially haled Freddy Cowan. 


"He was a time bomb, angry 


and alone, and waiting to go off. 
.11 was going to happen," said 
Dennis Jones, a bartender who 
.knew him: 


Cowan, a 33-year-old laborer 


for a moving company, armed 
himself, draped himself in am" 
munition, and invaded his com- 
pany's warehouse. At the end of 
a 10-hour siege Monday, he had 
killed five men and himself with 
a bullet, in the brain. 


Although Cowan appeared to 


be motivated by revenge against 
his employer over a two-week 
suspension from hhis job, he is- 
sued no major demands once 
inside the warehouse. 


Cowan's victims included two 


blacks, an Indian, and one white 
— all fellow employes at the 
Neptune Worldwide Moving Co., 
where Cowan had worked as a 
furniture mover. The

vicitm was New Rochelle police 
officer 
Allan McLcod, 
29, 


married and the father of two 
children. 


Five people were injured 


including 
three 
other 


policemen. 


"He was bugged on Adolph 


Hitler and thought Gen. Rom- 
mel was Jesus Christ," said one

As Saint 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - A 


former guard at Stillwater State 
Prison in Minnesota is being 
considered 
for 
eventual 


sainthood in the Roman Catholic 
church. 


Bernard Casey, who later' 


became a Capuchin priest 
known as Father Solanus. is be- 
ing investigated for reputed 
sanctity by Cardinal John 
Dcarden, archbishop of Detroit. 
Cardinal Dearden has asked 
_that all writings by Casey be 
sent to him. 


Casey, who died in Detroit in 


1957 at the age of 86, has been 
hailed for his work on behalf of 
the poor and the ill. Shortly 
after his death a guild was or- 
ganized to seek his beatifietion. 


Ttie Father Solanus Guild has 


more than 5,000 members and 
claims to have 
documented 


evidence of intercession by the 
priest and reported cures and 
favors. 


Beatification is bestowed by 


the church alter proof has been 
established as to the sanctity of 
a deceased person. Beatification 


• allows for public veneration of 


an individual and sometimes 
leads to canonization as a saint. 


Casey was born on a farm 


near Prescott, \Vis._ on Nov. 25. 
1870. He lived with an uncle in 
Slillwater, Minn., from 1887 to 
1891 
and during that time 


worked as a guard at Stillwater 
Slate Prison. 


neighbor of Cowan's. "He used 
to sign his football pool entry 
with a swastika." 


The army veteran was ob- 


sessed with guns, collected and 
cherished them. He had a small 
cannon in his bedroom, boasted 
of the machine gun he bought by 
mail. He made his own am- 
munition and sometimes wore 
black gloves filled with lead. 


He once asked a girl in a bar if 


she were Jewish. She said she 
was. A witness said Freddy told 
her: "I'm going to kill you." 


He once kicked a Labrador 


puppy in the head and kilted it, 
"because it was black," the 
owner said. 


Freddy Cowan was ultimalely 


a stranger, alone and without 
friends. A man 
who lived , 


quietly with his mother and 
father in a pallid, green frame 
house. 


Cowan 
attended 
Catholic 


grammar and high schools and 
was described as a brilliant 
student. He went to Villanova 
for one year. 


.Although he told friends he 


had been-wounded in Vietnam, 
Army records show he was 
never sent there during his 
years of service from 1963 to 
1965. He was convicted tw ice by 
special courts-martial 
during 


that period. 


"Nobody really knew him, he 


was withdrawn," said Eileen 
Wagner, a longtime family 
friend. 


He 
could 
be 
pleasant, 


friendly, easygoing. He could be 
good to kids, played ball with 
them, showed them his guns 
and told them war stories. 


The 6-foot, 250-pound Cowan 


was a weightlifter and body 
builder. He was vain about his 
body and was envied by the 
neighborhood kids who watched 
him lift weights. 


But his body was grotesquely 


covered with tattooes — swas- 
tikas and Iron Crosses. 


Always neatly dressed and 


.clean cut, Cowan often wore a 
cowboy hat and sometimes a 


Nazi uniform. He kept a knife in 
his boot. 


Cowan passed out hate litera- 


ture in his office cafeteria and 
in the Gahvay Bar-where he had 
an occasional beer and was 
generally Jiked. 


"He hated everyone, blacks, 


Jews, always talked about a 
bloodbath' 
and 
a 
great 


takeover," said Roland Lersch, 
20. a former neighbor. 


"He's always been nuts," said 


Joe Russo, 18, also a former

OLYMPIA, Wash. (AP) — In

worst drought in years, Idaho 
has warned Washington not to 
try The "Great Rain Robbery- 


Oregon

governors fear 76,800 farm jobs 
will be lost, along with SI .6 
billion worth of crops, because 
drought has left reservoirs and 
rivers almost dry. Major power 
shortages also are feared, and 
industries 
depending

laying off workers.

Mountains. 


But inland stales like Idaho 


and Montana get much of their 
moisture from the same clouds 
off the Pacific Ocean that drop 
rain and snow on Washington 
and Oregon.

well warned Monday that his 


slale will go lo court to prevent 
rain rustling. A University of 
Idaho geographer has predicted 
that northern Idaho and western 
Montana could lose 10 per cenl 
of expected rainfall if Washing- 
ion grabs the moisture first. 


"I appreciate Washington's

The Nation's Credit 
Control Is Weakening 


In 1912 Congress created the Pujo 


Committee to investigate complaints 
of the nation's banking system being 
operated by a money trust similar to 
the cartels then holding sway in steel, 
oil, sugar and other basics in the 
American economy. 


The outbreak of World War.I drew 


public attention away from the Com- 
mittee's primary objective, but out of 
its findings emerged in 1914 the 
'federal Reserve System designed to 
-eliminate the more chaotic influences 
"at work in the supply of money and 


credit. 


By the terms of the Glass-Owen Act, 


the U.S. was divided into 12 Federal 
Reserve Districts to which all .na- 
tionally 
chartered 
banks 
were 


required to become members. Atop 
this structure was the Federal Reserve 
Board of seven members appointed for 
terms of 14 years each. Congress chose 
the lengthy term to give the Fed a 
modicum of political independence 
from the White House. 


State chartered banks were given 


the option to join the system. 


A member bank is required to keep 


a minimum amount of its funds on 
deposit with the Fed. 


The Fed pays no interest on the 


money, but supplies the member bank 
with change in currency and coin, 
clears checks cashed at the member 
bank, and in time of stress, arranges a 
quick loan to the member bank whose 
liquidity has fallen' below the legal 
limit. 


By raising or lowering the deposit 


requirement of member banks, the 
Fed exerts strong pressure on the 
credit flow from those banks to private 
borrowers. Similarly what it charges 
in interest to banks needing ready 
funds for liquidity functions as another 
throttle. A third control is the Fed's 
open market purchases of government 
bonds or staying out of the market. . 
;<Generally speaking, this monetarist 
•approach has kept the country from 
;t^lc, worst ravages of uncontrolled 
'inflation or deflation. The perfor- 
rniance has never been perfect and at 
Uimes has been counterproductive. The 
saving grace is that without the Fed 
what has been bad at different periods 
could have degenerated into total 
disaster., 
" -"A development within banking in 
recent years is raising some smoke 


alarms. 


In 1960 among the nation's 13,472 


banks, 6,174 or not quite 46 per cent of 
them belonged to the Fed. 


Last year the number of banks had 


risen to 14,659, but only 5,768 or 39 per 
cent belonged to the Fed. 


The reason is the expansion in new 


banks has taken place pretty much 
under state charter and many of the 
nationally chartered banks have left 
the fold by reincorporating under state 
law. 


Deposit totals under Fed domain 


have followed a similar percentage 
decline. In 1960 the Fed's member 
banks accounted for 84 per cent of all 
bank deposits in the U.S. Last year 
they held 74 per cent. 


While the larger banks, even the 


state chartered ones, can ill afford not 
to belong to the Fed, the smaller ones 
feel no such compulsion. 


They can obtain some or most of the 


Fed's services from a bigger city 
correspondent bank at lower cost. The. 
correspondent bank demands a much 
lower nonearning deposit from its 
country cousin that does the Fed. This 
frees up money for the country banker 
to place in whatever investments 
promise the best return. 


However some polilicos, the most 


illustrious having been FDR, may rail 
against the Fed, the country needs at 
least the semblance of .a central 
banking system. Without it, the U.S. 
would fall back into the hectic uncer- 
tainties or worse that first called the 
Pujo Committee into being. 


Two solutions to halt this erosion are 


possible. 


One is the more viable means of 


ameliorating the dead storage impact 
of the Fed's required deposit. Reduc- 
ing the required percentage or lifting 
the deposit's nonearning feature come 
readily to mind. 


The other is purely strong arm. .Most 


legal authorities feel the Constitution's 
monopoly given to Congress to coin 
money carries the implied power to 
charter banks to the exclusion of the 
state chartered, system. Challenging 
this duality would create enormous 
political hubbub and could result in 
something less desirable than now 
exists. 


Since adequate control over the na- 


tion's money supply is essential, it 
would behoove the Fed to take the 
move in the first direction. 


Climbers Leave Trail 
Of Litter On Peaks 


As late as the 18th century, moun- 


tains were generally regarded not only 
as impediments to travel and com- 
•merce but also as eyesores. But the 
Romantic Movement of the 19th cen- 
tury pronounced them beautiful, and 
20th-century man revels in the oppor- 
tunities they provide for vigorous 
recreation. When covered with snow.

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mountains are alive with skiers, and at 
other times climbers scale even the 
most inaccessible peaks. 


Mountains, in fact, 
may 
have 


become altogether too popular for 
their own good. Richard Goldstone, 
one of the best climbers in the United 
States, complained five years ago that 
the sport had entered a "degenerate" 
phase because "many people have 
passed the levels of the old boys. 
People are trying to set speed levels, 
or will spend a whole summer trying 
to do a 5.11 route (the highest degree of 
difficulty) in an impossible place." 


Conservationists worry about the 


litter that mountain climbers leave 
behind. The Appalachian Mountain 
Club, whicn maintains campsites in 
New Hampshire's White Mountain 
Forest, uses helicopters to fly out 
human .waste in 55-gallon drums. 
Moreover, the heavy use of pitons — 
the iron pegs that climbers drive into 
rock for hand-holds and rope attach- 
ments — is scarring and cracking 
mountain faces. 


Not even Mount Everest, the tallest 


peak in the world, has been spared 
from damage. Thus, Mountain Travel 
Inc. of Albany. Calif., has organized a 
month-long "clean-up trek" to Nepal 
starting Friday, Feb. 18.

EDITOR'S MAILBAG 


VA BENEFITS 
ARE WATTING 


Editor, 


Many of the former 
ser- 


vicemen and women among 
your readers may be eligible for 
a new Federal benefit which 
could bring them an additional 
5292 to more than S500 per 
month for nine months. 


Because these benefits are 


subject to an expiration date, 
the Veterans Administration is 
making every effort to insure 
that all eligible veterans are 
aware of them. Your assistance 
in alerting those who may be 
affected will be appreciated. 


This significant increase in 


entitlement for GI Bill educa- 
tional benefits was approved by 
Congress late last year. The new 
provisions can have a total po- 
tential value in excess of $4,500 
to married veterans with large 
families. 


Basically, 
the 
new 
law 


provides nine additional months 
of GI Bills eligibility to most 
veterans originally entitled 36 
months for VA educational as- 
sistance. 


The new legislation does not 


change that portion of the law 
requiring that a veteran must 
use his GI Bill benefits within 
ten years of his discharge from 
service. Therefore, veterans 
who havebeen out of the mili- 
tary service for ten-years are 
not eligible for-the additional 
benefits. 


The Veterans Administration 


estimates 
that 6.1 million 


veterans are currently elibible 
for GI Bill benefits, including 
3.8 million who have used part 
of their eligibility and 2.3 
million who have not taken ad- 
vantage of it at all. 


We are particularly anxious, 


however,. to reach the half- 
million men and women who 
have already used the full 36 
months of eligibility that was 
the maximum entitlement prior 
to enactment of the new legisla- 
tion. They may now be entitled 
to an additional nine months of 
educational benefits. 


We urge all veterans eligible 


under the criteria outlined 
above to contact the Veterans 
Administration for further de- 
tails of this new entitlement.

the extent to which 'Carter's

has been summarily terminated 
— if indeed it ever existed.

Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash.. 
one of" a dozen men who lost out

primaries. Jackson is one of the 
country's 
most 
outspoken 


proponents of both the strongest 
possible defense posture and a 
-give-no-quarter 
attitude 
in 


dealing with the Soviet Union. 


The ill-kept secret on Capitol 


Hill is that Jackson's advisors 
are deeply involved in coor- 
dinating and organizing opposi- 
tion to Paul C. Warnke, Carter's 
choice to be director of the 
Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency. 


According to congressional 


sources active in that effort, 
Richard M. Perle, a senior 
member of Jackson's staff and 
the senator's second-ranking 
foreign policy advisor, has 
played a strategic role in the 
day-to-day maneuvering over 
the Warnke nomination. 


Perle 
rejects 
that 


characterization of his activi- 
ties', but he acknowledges that, 
in response to requests, he has 
distributed to "some people I 
know" copies of a controversial' 
anonymous memorandum cri- 
ticizing "Warnke's 
previous 


public statements on disar- 
mament. 


That 
unsigned 
memo 
is 


generally a factual account of 
Warnke's written and spoken 
comments in the area of arms 
control. 
It 
emphasizes, 


however, his "soft-line" posi- 
tions and describes him as an 
advocate of "the 
unilateral 


abandonment by the United 
States of every weapons system 
which is subject to negotiation 
at the Strategic Arms Limita- 
tion Talks." 


The 
memo 
concludes: 


"Warnke supports unilateral 
arms reductions to levels far 
below anything being proposed 
in current arms limitation 
talks. He doubts the usefulness 
of such talks, preferring to see 
unilateral U.S. initatives." 


Jackson's public stance is one 


of being "disturbed at some of 
the positions and recommenda- 
tions made by Mr. Warnke." He 
has not formally declared his 
opposition to the nomination 
and one political ally says "he 
hasn't necessarily made up his 
mind irrevocably to go all the 
way" because that step could 
mean an early break with 
Carter. 


But the depths of dissatisfac- 


tion are clearly evidenced in the 
comments of Ben F. Wattcn- 
berg, a longtime Jackson poli- 
tical 'advisor "We are just ou- 
traged, by Carter's foreign 
policy appointments'.-. . The 
who)e>Jackson point of view' is 
left out of the dialogue;" 


Especially striking about the 


brewing 
dispute 
over

Warnke nomination is the extent 
to which moderate-to-conserva- 
ttve Democrats have formed a 
temporary alliance with conser- 
vative Republicans in confront- 
ing Carter during his earliest 
weeks in office. 


Under Carter, the right wing 


of the Republican party in 
Congress has quickly blossomed 
into an energetic, enthusiastic 
— and influential — "loyal op- 
position" which was instrumen- 
tal in the-campaign to deny 
Theodore C. Sorensen the post 
of Director of Central In- 
telligence- 


Their efforts alone probably 


would not have been successful, 
but they were unexpectedly 
joined 
by 
such 
notable 


Democrats as Sen. Robert G. 
Byrd of West Virginia, the 
Senate Majority Leader, and 
Sen. Daniel K. Inpiiye of Hawaii, 
chairman of the Senate In- 
telligence Committee. 


Among the potential allies for 


the conservative Republicans in 
the contest over the Warnke 
nomination are Jackson and 
Sen. Sam Nunn, a Democrat 
from Carter's home state of 
Georgia. "I think it will really 
be a bitter fight," says Perm 
Kemble, a longtime Jackson 
ally who weeks ago helped draft 
the critical memo on Warnke.

communities are beginning to 
open up on the Carter economic 
package. 


According 
to one highly 


regarded 
professional, 
an 


analyst for a major investment 
house, the Carter proposals are 
aimed at a condition that simply 
does not exist. They are based 
on the assumption that the 
economic recovery is sluggish 
or fading and that we therefore 
require a quick fix. 


On the contrary, the analyst 


argues, the key economic in- 
dicators have been accelerating 
sharply, including a strong up- 
surge in consumer spending. 


As seen by many critical 


economists, the Carter tax 
rebate, projected at 
S7-S11 


billion, will cause some very 
serious problems. Whatever the 
final size involved, the Treasury 
will have to borrow large sums 
of money in a short period of 
time, because the rebates \vill 
have to be paid as soon as the 
checks can be printed, mailed, 
and cashed. Further borrowing 
will of course be needed to apy 
for other parts of the Carter 
program. 


Such heavy borrowing can 


only mean one or both of the 
following: a sharp rise, in short- 
term interest rates, or a sharp 
inflationary rise in the money 
supply — i.e., the Fed will 
simply print money to cover the 
checks.

said that hi- expects Fed chair- 
man Arthur Burns to accede to 
this second course. The result- 
ing inflation, inevitably, will 
consume the purchasing power

stimulus does not correspond to 
our real economic needs. Our 
needs include increased inves,t- 
ment in productive capacity, 
but the §7-511 billion tax rebate 
is small, temporary, and based 
upon past earnings. It will not 
involve long-term investment, 
the construction of a factors' or 
the purchase of a house. It is 
merely a temporary windfall, of 
no positive long-term 
sig- 


nificance. 


By and large, liberal com- 


mentary . has 
been 
very 


enthusiastic about the creation 
of public jobs and the stimula- 
tion of public works, and the. 
Carter package responds to that 
demand, though not on the scale 
generally desired. 


The trouble with these jobs 


and public works, as one expert 
puts it, is that someone has to 
pay for them — the money thus 
diverted being taken away from 
private jobs; and, further, that 
these job programs in the public 
sector, being responsive to poli- 
tics rather than to ti:o demands 
of the market, will be very dif- 
ficult, even impossible, to phase 
out at some point in ihe future.

on student absenteeism 
and 


tardiness was sent back to 
Covert school administrators 
for revision last night. 


The Covert school board ins- 


tructed the administrators to 
make the policy more flexible. 


Board action came despite 


assurances from both high 
school and elementary school 
principals, John Young and 
Alfred Hawkins that they could 
administer the policy. 


As writteni the policy stated 


lhat students with five unex- 
cused absences or five unex- 
cused times of being late during, 
any nine-week marking period 
would receive no credit for the 
class or classes. 


Another part of the policy, 


which received the most cri- 
ticism 
from 
some 
board 


members and members of the 
audience, stated that a total of 
nine absences, whether excused 
or unexcused, during a nine- 
week marking period would also 
result in the student receiving 
no credit for a class or classes. 
The policy did state that a note 
from a licensed physcian res- 
tricting a student to a hospital 
or home would negate that 
policy. 


Mule Young outlined how the 


policy would operate allowing 
for exceptions, some board 
members said those exceptions 
should be spelled out more 
completely. The policy itemized 
a 


four examples of excused ab- 
sence, eight examples of unex- 
cused absence and four special 
excuse situations that could be 
made by pre-arrangement. 


In other areas, the board

without comment a policy for 
school purchasing procedures. 


The board approved allocat- 


ing $2,000 for operating a

The siege began 
shortly 


before 8 a.m. at the two-story 
warehouse in a commercial 
neighborhood of small indus- 
trial buildings, interspersed 
with 
filling 
stations 
and 


garagc-s. 


Cowan was to have returned to 


work Monday, the end of a two- 
week suspension caused by a 
difference with a supervisor. 
. 


He returned to the warehouse 


while about 50 others were 
reporting to work. But upon his 
arrival, in the words of fellow 
employe Clint Wynant, "He just 
started shooting and everybody 
started running all over the 
place." 


He shot the first two employes 


he encountered and then shot a 
third co-worker who tried to es- 
cape, killing all of themlac- 
cording to witnesses, Cowan 
shouted for Norman Bing, the 
supervisor .who said he had 
suspended Cowan for refusing 
to move a refrigerator. 


Bing said he stepped out of his 


office and looked through a 
one-way mirror and saw Cowan 
entering the front door with a 
guii. 


•'If I hadn't walked out of my 


office he would have gotten 
me," said Bing, who said he 
then hid under a desk in a 
nearby office and stayed there 
until police rescued him several 
hours later. 


"I knew he didn't like me 


because I'm Jewish, but he 
never said a word to me — his 
Feelings were made known to 
me by other people," said the 
31-year-old Bing. 
\ 


Cowan then fired into the 


building's cafeteria, hitting and 
killing a fourth co-worker. 


McLeod was the first patrol- 


man on the scene and drove into 
the truck loading area. He was 
gunned down by Cowan as.he 
made an initial rush toward the 
warehouse entrance. 


As more police cars pulled up. 


Cowan. 
an 
Army-trained 


sharphootcr. retreated to the 
second floor of the warehouse 
and began spraying the outside 
area with his M16 automatic 
rifle. 


Police said he shouted that he 


"had plenty of grenades and 
other guns and ammunition to 
last me all day." 


Cowan's intermittent sheet of 


fire kept fellow officers from 
retrieving McLeod's body for 
hours. Eventually, they were 
able to move in under cover of a

headquarters, asked for food, 
and apologized for the trouble 
he was causing the city. His 
request was ignored. 


Rowan's family was brought 


to the scene to try to get him toc 
give himself up. But failure to 
open a communications conduit 
thwarted this scheme. 


The family included Cowan's 


father, William,. recuperating 
from a heart attack 18 months 
ago, his mother, Dorothy, and 
two brothers, David, a New 
Rochelle fireman, and James, a 
New Rochelle postman. 


At one point the distraught 


mother was heard to murmur to 
a friend: "Pray for Freddie, 
he's gone crazy." 


Cowan's guns had fallen mute

IT'S UP TO LAWMAKERS 


Milliken: Cut PBB Limits

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — 


Gov.., William Milliken has 
called on his agriculture direc- 
tor and the state Agriculture 
Commission to support lowering' 
the accepted levels of PBB in 
food. 


In 
a letter 
Monday' 
to 


Agriculture Director B. Dale 
Ball, Milliken urged Ball and 
the commission to reverse their 
position and support a b'ill to 
lower slate tolerance levels of 
the toxic chemical. 


PBB 
(polybrominated 


biphenyl), a "fire retardant 
compound, xvas introduced into 
Michigan foodstuffs when it ac- 
cidentally was mixed with 
livestock feed in 1973. 


"I ask that the department 


and the commission reverse 
your opposition to hnrcring the 
levels and vigorously support 
prompt 
legislative 
action," 


Milliken said. He also urged 
support 
for 
payments 
to 


farmers who lost livestock and 


burial of sick animals. 


Ball said the department 


"will honestly analyze the bill 
when we see it." If the legisla- 
ture lowers the standards, he 
said, the department will ad- 
minister them. 


But Ball said he still does not 


believe Michigan residents are 
being exposed to PBB in 
products they currently buy in 
food stores. 


"In view of all the commotion, 


maybe it's the thing to do," Ball 
said of lowering the standards. 
"But I don't honestly feel it will 
provide any more safety in the 
food market." 


Milliken 
said 
scientific 


evidence produced since the 
commission's rejection of lower 
limits last year has changed the 
PBB picture. In addition, his 
handling of the PBB matter has 
come under strong criticism 
from the United Auto Workers 
and a "PBB Action Committee" 


s aiming to recall him. 


The Agriculture Commission 


voted unanimously June 22 to 


stand by federal Food and Drug 
Administration standards on 
PBB. 
Ball recommended no 


change in the standards, and the 
commission 
said 
scientific 


evidence 
did 
not 
support 


lowered limits. 


.Milliken 
said 
then 
he 


disagreed with the commis- 
sion's action. Meanwhile, the 
legislature failed to lower the 
tolerance levels. 


But a bill recently introduced 


by Rep. Francis Spaniola, 
DCorurma, would lower PBB 
tolerance levels and provide $13 
million to reimburse farmers 
for destroyed livestock. The bill 
would change the acceptable 
PBB limit for meat and dairy 
products from the current 300 
parts per billion to 20 parts per 
billion — the lowest detectable 
level under current testing 
procedures. 


Milliken said recent studies 


showing links between PBB and 
poor health demonstrate the 
need for lower limits of the 
chemical. 


Coloma Schools9 Barrett

The 
tires of the squad car were shot out when Closser stopped for gas, 
but he was given another police cruiser in exchange for his hos- 
taee. He finally was captured at a road block.

On Area Fish, Wildlife

Our wicked winter has also 


taken a heavy loll among 
southwestern .Michigan's fish 
and wildlife. 


Manj1 shallow lakes and ponds 


have had their fish populations 
wiped oul because of thick 
snow-covered ice. and freezing 
temperatures and unmerciful 
winds have also staggered 
wildlife populations, especially 
quail. 


"I would suspect that it is 


quite widespread because the 
weather was so bad for so long," 
says district Department of Na- 
tural 
Resources 
fisheries 


biologist Dave Johnson when 


discussing fish dieoffs. "We are 
getting calls now, and 1 suspect 
there has been a whole lot of 
winter kill that hasn't been no- 
ticed." 


Jack Mel! and his advanced 


fish and wildlife biology class at 
Niles senior high school have 
checked more lhan 35 lakes as 
part of Iheir studies and found 
"heavy" 
dieoffs 
on 
some 


shallow, weedy waters. 


But oxygen checks after last 


week's thaw showed "partial 
recovery" on some lakes, ac- 
cording to Mell.: 


Hopefully, the worst is also 


over for the wildlife. Bui Vie 
Janson. a specialist on sou'hcrn 
Michigan birds, experts lo find 
"rather severe loses of quail." 
Southern Michigan is on the 
fringe of quail range, and il is 
not uncommon lo see bobwhite 
numbers knocked down by a 
bad winter.

Janson toured southwestern 


Michigan last week and found 
most of the other wildlife, 
including pheasants, deer and 
turkeys (Allegan State Game 
Area) "moving well."

If the birds have made it 
this far, there is a good chance 
they will make it the rest of the 
way." 


There are reports of heavy 


turkey losses up north in the 
Mio area, but Janson says no 
changes are planned in this 
spring's gobbler hunt there. 


It's also been tough on hawks 


and owls, because some of 
favorite food, mice, have been 
deep under the snow. Rabbits 
have also been sifting tight. 


Our wildlife will undoubtedly 


bounce back, and there could 
also be some good come out of 
the fish dieoffs. 


Johnson says fishing success 


could be down a year or so on 
some of the lakes, but angling 
could be better in the long run. 
He notes that some of the better 
fishing lakes, including Whit 
Pond in Cass county, have 
periodical dieoffs. 


Mell found that most lakes 20 


feet or deeper haven't had heavy 
kills. 


Fish die because of lack of 


oxygen. Sunlight can't penetrate 
the ice to produce growth of 
plants which give~off oxygen. 
The problem is compounded 
with the light-starved plants 
die. They also use oxygen in the 
decaying process.

Fewer Birds This Year

One of the unfortunate effects 


of hard winter weather is its 
adverse impact on' wildlife, 
including birds. The current 
season, with its heavy snow 
cover and recent prolonged bit- 
terly cold weather, definitely 
seems to be characterized by 
reduced numbers of birds. 
Freezing weather drove out 
many water-birds, 
such as 


ducks 
and 
herring 
gulls. 


(Mallards, though, have a 
remarkable stubbornness about- 
leaving, and can sometimes be 
found in tiny pools of open water 
surrounded by ice.) 


Certain kinds of ground-feed- 


ing birds', such as sparrows and 
snow buntings, are probably 
much less common than would 
be the case in a mild winter. We 
may also expect to .see fewer 
pheasants and quail in the 
months ahead, but these birds

Unquestionably, 
mortality 


among birds would be much 
higher during hard weather ex- 
cept for the fact that many of 
them are able to take advantage 
of steady and adequate supplies 
of chicken feed,' suet and 
sunflower seed in dooryard 
feeding stations. 


The feather is one of the most 


•effective forms of insulation 
known and permits birds of 
many kinds to withstand the 
rigors of bitterly cold weather. 
Some 60 species of birds may be 
found in southwestern Michigan 
throughout winter, given the 
availability of food and, for 
'some species^ open water. 
Among them are such familiar 
birds as mallard, downy wood- 
pecker, blue jay, crow and 
chickadee. 


But if the birds are unable to 


find food, because of heavy 
snows, or if ponds or streams 
freeze over, they must leave or 
succumb. The shortage of birds 
here this -winter is probably 
responsible for reports of cer- 
tain kinds of hawks preying on 
mourning doves'at feeding sta- 
tions.

Friend 


Alewifes are considered a 


nuisance by many in the Greal 
Lakes region, but for several 
towns in Maine, it appears that 
the tiny fish may well become 
one of man's best friends. 


Alewives are being used to 


successfully correct distasteful 
algae 
bloom 
problems 
at 


several water reservoirs in 
Maine. 


Algae blooms are produced 


by high nutrient levels in the 
reservoirs, and the result is 
often clogged pipes and filters. 
There are also complaints 
regarding the taste and smell 
of the- water, especially during 
warm summer months. 


In the past, large volumes of 


copper 
sulfate 
have 
been 


dumped into the reservoirs in 
an attempt to hold the blooms 
to a minimum. But the towns 
of Boothbay Harbor, Damaris- 
cotta and Newcastle are now 
trying to fight part of the 
problem'. " with- 
biological 


methods 
rather 
than 
with 


chemicals. 


For 
several 
years slate 


biologists have toyed with the 
idea of introducing alewives — 
plankton-eating fish — in water 
supplies 
to 
help 
control 


zooplankton outbreaks. They 
felt that if a sufficient number 
of fish were introduced, their

mimimize the problem. 
- So two years ago, the town of 
Boothbay

blooms. Alewives were in-

Reservoir with.apparent suc- 
cess. 
Most of the bloom 


problems disappeared, and fish 
samples taken from the pond 
showed a nine to 10-inch 
growth rate in one season. 


Although the alewife in- 


troduction program is still in 
the experimental stages, and 
large scale application is not 
yet practical, the successes at 
Boothbay 
Harbor 
and 


Damariscotta offer an alterna- 
tive to the use of chemicals.

Each had 
been killed by a shotgun blast to the head. Their mother escaped 
by playing dead after gunshots tore through her wig, police said. 
Mrs. Spencer told investigators four men, believed to be in their 
early 20s, invaded the trailer shortly after her husband, Keith, left 
for, his job as a technician for an Indianapolis television station. 
Police were unable to learn more immediately about the incident 
because-she was heavily sedated; although listed in satisfactory 
condition at a Terre Haute hospital.

Speaker Bobby Crim of playing politics with Ihe governor's 
proposal for-a state rainy day fund. Republicans leaders called 
Crim a "slippery politician" Monday, who is "breaking faith with 
the people" by his stand on the fundj for use by the state in bad 
economic times. Crim, D-Davison, who has supported a budget " 
stabilization fund in the past, said last week this isn't the year for 
it. The fund is a priority of Gov. William Milliken. Crim wants to 
hold up passage of the fund so he can claim credit for it when he 
runs for governor next year, said House Republican Floor Leader 
William Bryant of Grosse Pointe Farms. 


Vance Off To Mideast 


LAJES, The Azores (AP) — Secretary of Stale Cyrus R. Vance 


made a brief refueling stop in the Azores today, headed for Israel 
and the Middle East to seek concessions on the Palestinian issue in 
the hope of resuming the Geneva peace conference by the end of 
the year. Vance said he did not underestimate the difficulty of. 
trying to bridge 30 years of hostiliity between Israel and its Arab 
neighbors. But, he said, the Carter administration is determined 
to achieve "a just and lasting peace" in the region. Vance intends 
to find out the depth of the Arabs' commitment to creating a 
Palestinian stale and whether they think the Palestine Liberation 
Organization is prepared to accpet Israel's existence. In Israel, his 
first stop, he will probe for a softening in the Israelis' Adamant 
refusal lo deal with the PLO in peace talks. 


To Keep 'Specking Mind' 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — Andrew Young believes his candid 


diplomacy is what American foreign policy needs, and he intends 
to go right on "speaking my mind." "When Jimmy Carter said he 
wanted a foreign policy that was as good and decent as the 
American people, he was talking aboul a foreign policy with some 
open discussion of issues and nol a foreign policy discussed in 
secret quarters of the Slate Department," said Carter's ambas- 
sador lo the United Nations in an interview during his recent trip 
to Africa. Young said he knew his opinions might not reflect ad- 
ministration policy. But he indicated he believed it is part of his 
job — and the style of the Carter administration — to stir up public 
debate and get the American people involved in the formulation of 
foreign policy.

African nationalist movements. Rep. Charles C. Diggs Jr.. D- 
Mich., whose parents emigrated from Mississippi's Issaquena 
Count}' to Michigan, delivered the keynote address Monday at Ihe 
Conference on Africa and African Affairs at Jackson Stale 
University. Diggs said U.S. policy must be aggressive,; positive 
and supportive of efforts for liberation in'Africa. "We should to- 
tally support African liberation movements and confirm their 
right lo seek aid wherever Ihey can get it," Diggs said.'Diggs 
acknowledged after the address lhat guerrilla movement in 
southern Africa was instrumental in drawing U.S. attention back 
to that part of the world.

election, prompting the legal 
challenge.

'. The judge said the legislature 
.'did not intend to give school 
boards a new source of power to 
issue bonds and make obliga- 
tions on the people.

CONVICTIONS REVERSED 
Warrant Is Needed 
For Arson Search 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) — 


Police or fire officials looking 
for exidence of arson must ob- 
tain a search warrant before 
inspecting a building's charred 
remains, the Michigan Supreme 
Court ruled Monday. 


In a precedent-setting 5-1) 


opinion, the court overturned 
the arson convictions of Loren 
Tyler and Robert Tompkins. 
Both were implicated in a 1970 
fire that damaged an Oakland 
County building they jointly 
leased. The building was in- 
sured against fire damages. 


The Supreme Court said arson 


evidence taken from the build- 
ing several hours after the fire 
and again several weeks later 
was improperly admitted in the 
trials,. 


Whether officials suspect ar- 


son or are simply trying to find 
out what caused a fire, they 
need a search warrant, the court 
said. 


"Simply because a person's 


home or place of business has 
been burned does not mean that 
he has no expectation of privacy 


regarding whatever of his pos- 
sessions remain," the court 
said. 


Evidence of arson in the case 


included two plastic containers. 
One contained a flammable 
liquid. The containers were 
found by firefighters during the 
blaze. That evidence was not 
challenged. 


But officiate returned to the 


scene five hours after the fire 
was out and removed pieces of 
burned carpet that indicated the 
fire was purposely set. Several 
weeks later they returned, took 
pictures of the building and 
removed some glass and part of 
a fuse. 


Evidence removed in both in- 


stances was taken unconstitu- 
tionally because officials had no 
search warrant at any time, the 
court said.

firefighters are battling a fire is 
admissable, the court said. 
Evidence also can be admitted 
if the owner gives his consent to 
a search or has clearly aban- 
doned the property.

WOOD PRESERVATIVE 
Another Chemical 
Threatens Cattle? 


CEDAR SPRINGS, 
Mich. 


(AP) — If evidence upholds 
links between cattle deaths on a 
farm Here and a wood preser- 
vative called pentachlor, the 
problem could be a national one, 
a government scientist says. 


The same researcher, George 


F. Fries, was the first to iden- 
tify the presence of another 
•toxic chemical, polybrominated 
biphenyl (PBB) in cattle that 
grew ill or died in Michigan in 
1973. 


"I don't think there is a farm 


in the country' without some 
penlachlor," said Fries, a 
scientist from the research ser- 
vice of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 


Fries was among a group of 


federal and state scientists and 
agriculture 
officials touring 


George 
LeMunyon's 
Kent 


County farm here last week 
trying to learn why his cattle 
are dying. 


Pentachlorophenol, or pen- 


tachlor for short, is a preserva- 
tive used to combat mold, in- 
sects and dry rat in wood. Fries 
said it has been manufactured 
for almost 40 years. 


LeMunyon's herd has been 


quarantined since Jan. 12 after 
pentachlor 
was 
found 
in 


samples of tissue taken from 
some animals. The herd had 
been restocked in 1975 after 
LeMunyon lost an earlier herd 
to PBB contamination. 


Dr. 
Wyman 
Davis, 
a 


veterinarian 
for the state 


Department of Agriculture, said 
LeMunyon's new herd is housed 
in a barn built from lumber 
treated with pentachlor. 


Davis said the animals are 


kept in the barn constantly, 
which may be why they seem to 
suffer more from the chemical 
than do animals on other farms. 


"We know PBB isn't the 


problem here. We haven't been 
able to isolate any PBB, but 
pentachlor is here," Davis said. 


Dr. Gary VanGelder, a noted 


lexicologist from the University 
of Missouri, called for autopsies 
upon "every cow that dies until 
we get'a pattern" to indicate the 
cause of the problems at 
LeMunyon's farm. 


Davis said the latest tissue 


samples from LeMuriyon's herd 
arc being checked by a North 
Carolina laboratory to see if any 
toxic contaminants exist in the 
pentachlor used to treat, the 
barn's lumber. He said results 
from those tests should be re- 
turned in about two weeks.
